inventions having for their object the 
manuficture of water-cas, What is more, the 

atented inventions which have been com- 
ined in the new process are not those of one 

inventor or of one country, but represent 
several inventors and several nationalities— 
namely, Mngland, Germany, America, ond 

Sweden. ‘lhe amalgamation of these various 

patents and the beneficial results which have 

accrued theréfrom came about by reason of 
the exigencies 0 manufacture of corcujated 
boiler flues and press-flanged steel frame 
lates for railway rolling stock at the Leeds 

‘orge Company's Works, Leeds. The metal- 

lurgical operations carried ont there de- 
manded fuel of a higher calorific intensity 
than could be obtained from either the 
generator gas of the Siemens producer, or 
ordinary cval gas. Mr. Samson. Fox, the 
managing directo~, therefore turned his 
attention to water-gas, and, having carefally 
considered the whole question, decided upon 
putting down a water-gas plant at the Leeds 
Forge. works were began on September 
29, 1837, and on March 2%, 1838, plant 
capable of prodaciag 40,090 enbic feet of 
water-gas per hour was started, and has since 
been in constent operation with  oipre 
success, and without interrupti n. he gas 
produced gives every satisfaction, not osly 
for metallurgical, bat al-o for lightoing 
parposes, the whole of the works being 
sipplied with it. 

“Water-zas is the result of a ch*mical 
reaction which takes place in pas‘ing steam 

rough incandescent carbonaceous matter, 
and may be considered asthe practical result 
on a wholesale seale of the ordinary labora- 
tory experiment of decomposing water -by 
parsing steam through a highly-heated iron 
tabe. In the water-gas apparatas the fuel, 

which at Leeds Forge is coke, is raised to a 

high temperature in a gene:ator by the aid 

of an air-blast, The blowing is continued 
for about ten minutes, by which time the 
fuel has reached a duli rid heat. Daring 
this period what is known as prodacer-gas 
is given off, and this is led away to a range 
of Lancashire boilers, where it is utilised 
in raising steam for the engines in the 
works, At the end of ten minates the valves 
are reversed, the air-blast being stopped, 
and the further exit of producer-gas to the 
boilers prevented, Steam is then admitted 
at the top of the genecator for four minutes, 
and, passing down through the ineandescent 
fuel, becomes decomposed. and a fixed gas 
results, ‘Chis gas as formed passes away to 
ascrubber, where itis treatea much in the 
same Way as ordinary coal-gas, . Prom the 
serabber it passes to the gas-holder, where it 
ia stored for use fur meta'largical purposes 
in the works, such as heating and welding. 

For indoor illuminating purposes 4 por.ion of 

the gas is conducted from the gas-holder to 

the purifiers, where its purification is effected 
by means of oxide of iron. It will thus be seen 
that the procers c nsists of alternately blowing 

the generator hot and making gas, and that a 

run of gas is made every 15 minutes, duriag 

which time the yield from each generitor is 
ubont 17,500 eubic feet of producer-gas and 

5,000 cubic feet of pure water gus for heating 

and lighting purposes. The gas is also used

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


— 


To those ‘who have watched the drift of affairs in Vienna it will cause no 
surprise to find that the strike among the Tramcar employés has been taken 
advantage of by the anti-Semitic agitators to foster the expression of ill-will 
agiinst the Jews. There is much social discontent in Vienna which only 
occasionally comes to the surface and then its manifestation gives much well 
founded concern to the Government. The Jews of Austria are well able to take 
care of themselves, and there is no fear whatever that the authorities will fail to 
protect the Jews against overt acts of hostility, or will allow the agitators to go 
vopunished, 


The examination of an eminent career like that of the late Sir Jacob 
Bebrens forcibly reminds us that Judaism has reared a larger number of dis- 
linguished citizens than those which are included within the fold of the religioug 
community itself, Although we regret that men like the late Mini+terof Justice 


in Berlin, Herr von Friedberg, the late Mr. Benjamin, Q.C., and Sir Jacob Behrens | 


were #0 intellectually constituted that they did not lend the forces of their 
character and their personal inflaence to the welfare of the Jewish community 
properly so called, yet they were not farther removed from Judaism than many 
distinguished Englishmen, Frenchmen, and Germans are removed from 
Christianity. They testify to the fact that the Jewish race are at least 
(qual to any other in the prodaction of men whd can adorn any walk of int/I- 
jectual life. Sir Jacob Behrens, however, did not belong to that class of born 
leraclites whose eeparation from the active life of the Synagogue is the 
result of a certain ignorant indifference and vulgar materialism. fe was proud 


of his race , never joined any other denomination and was a contributor to the 
lust to the Anglo-Jewish Association. 


The Spectator this week has a curious comment on Mies Potter's article on 
the Jews in the East End. Granting their superior ability to those who compete 
with them in the ttruggle for existence, wonder is expressed that so few of the 
Jews of Eastern Europe come ovcr to England. They are not persecuted here, 
they are not likely to be persecuted ; they are persecuted in Russia and Rou- 
mania, and hated elsewhere. Why do they not change their habitat? The 
‘pectotor confesses itself puzzled. It will feel still more puzzled by the explana- 
ton we feel inclined to give, Badly treated as these poor people are, they love 
theit country, it is adistinct wrench to leave it. The Spectator cannot perhaps 
understand how a Jew can be anything else but a Jew.

THE ANTI-SEWITIC MOVEMENT IN AUSTRIA. 


(“DAILY NEWS,” TELEGRAM. | 
A VIENNA, 18th Apait. 


The Austrian Government is seriously embarrassed by the warning it has re- 
ceived, that if the Anti-Semitic movement in Vienna continues, the great foreign 
corn merchants who regularly visit this city in summer to do business at the Inter- 
national Corn-market would stay away altogether. Count Taaffe in his anxiety 
appealed to t-e Mayor of Vienna, whom he told that the president of the corn- 
mark: t was known to have the intention of not holding the International Market at 
all. The Mayor has undertaken to persuade the president that the market must, 
for the credit of Vienns, be held all the same, and that everything must be ‘done to 
persuade the great corn merchants to attend,

The drivers of the Vienna tramcars are still on strike, and it must be stated 
with regret that the riots in the popular quarters have asaumed an anti-Semitic 
character. On the pretext that some of the direct rs of the Tramway Company are 
Jews, numbers of roughs, who take no real interest in the wrongs of the drivers, 
have begun to demonstrate against Jews in general, and Jewish capitalists in par- 
ticular. The anti-Semitic agitation, which is a disgrace to Austria, has been making 
rapid progress of late, as was seen in the recent communal elections of Vienna, and 
the Government cannot be acquitted of laxness in its enforcement of the laws which 
forbid acts, speeches, and publications calculated to bring any authorisei relizion 
into odium or contempt. Count Taaffe and the Governor of Bohemia both received 
memorials from the Jewish community last week, in which it was complained that 
the Jews were subjected to obloquy and insults which would never be tolerated by 
the Government if directed against Roman Catholics. The memorialiets pointed 
out the social crusade which had been taken against them, and dwelt on the com- 
mercial injary whith must be done to the empire by driving Jewish capitalists 
away. Inall this they said no more thon the trath. An exasperated writer in one 
of the Jewish newspapers has already proposed that the rich ews should retsliat» 
by employing no more Christian labour and by boycotting Chrirtian tradesmeh, 
and respectable Viennese shopkeepers have begun to lament that the rich Jewish 
families, who were formerly their best customers, have grown afraid to display 
their wealth, and therefore speni their mosey out of the country. The latest phase 
in the anti-Semitic agitation has been the display of savagery and vicious animo- 
sity witnessed in several of the suburbs yesterday evening and to-day. There is too 
much reason to fear that some of the roughs mean mischief, and a well-known 
anti-Jewish agitator is mentioned as among those who are believed to have contri- 

» cause the riots. 

a Webnesbay the Vienna correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed: To- 
day several Jewish shopkeepers who suffered from the attacks of the mob yesterday, 
petitioned the polive for protection. They said that they kaew that the mob had 
received money and express orders to attack the Jews.

The Jewish popula 
of Bist London is estimated at 60,000 souls, an cstimate in our opinion mack 
high, It isclaimed that the estimates based on the death-rate are deceptive ony 
to the larger proportion of adults of the years 20—40 among the Jewish popaiauct 
It is, however, forgotten that this applies only to the small propo tion of iow 
gran‘s for the year. After two or three years marriages ensue acd births folor, 
and it is by the death-rate of children that the general death-rate is most afacted 
Of these 60,000 it is estimated that some? 20,000 were added during the ur oe 
1882-7, but no account seems to have been taken of the counterbalancing em'g™ 
It does not there’ore seem possible with the data at our dispos. to settle the Jewisd 
population in East Lond m within even 5,000.

managers of the Shelte Mand when it is exp'ained that no less than 240 persons to k 
Mumrart in this Service, the anxiety of those who have to provide for this large family 
eunderstood. Arrangements are made by the Shelter'to provide, at the bare 
ext, for all the recipients of the charity of the Sabbath Meals Society, so that this 
Society is thereby enabled to distribute relief over a wider area than if the 
old stem of sending a number to each of the restaurateurs of East London had been 
me ifollored. The new system has also the advantage that the meals are given under 
ime cleaner and more congenial surroundings. The Committee of the Sabbath Meals 
ie Society distribute the tickets for meals a few days before Parsover, and although a 
i little less strict at this period of the year, the case of every applicant is carefully 
ie cone into, and these investigations reveal 4n amount of want which would appal 
m those who are unfamiliar with the East End, The Seder is givenin two relays and 
tickets are issued shewing at which of the services the recipient will be served, 
The fact which first strikes the visitor to the Shelter is the absolute cieanliness 
which reigns throughout the house, Nothing is luxurious, the trestle tables are 
F covered with neat linen cloths, and the men are seated on rough wooden forms. 
p At the tables preference is given to the elderly men, the youths taking their 
® jaces at the bottom after a'l the others have been seated. The tables presented an 
F *ppearance which would have caused any non-Jewish visitor unacquainted with 
the characteristics of the services to have marvelled at such a scene within the 
walls of a charitable institution. A bottle of wine was placed between every two 
men, and good who'esome raisin wine it was indeed; it was all made weeks ago 
at the Shelter, and bore a remarkable “family likeness” in both taste and appear- 
ance to many of the expensive continental kosher wines. At the head of each of 
the three tables a man was scated who led the Seder, and one could not help being

Naturally, everything is on a large scale, ard it may be 
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interesting to go somewhat into details. 90lbs of raisins are converted into wine, 
and girls neatly dressed and in white aprons are bottling the same, whilst others 
are busy peeling potatees by the sackful (3cwt of potatoes being used at each meal). 
Some,again,are assisting in preparing the salad and herbs to be used for the evenings’ 
ceremony, and in making between five and six hundred tiny balls of charouscth 
for the Seder ; while yet others are occupied in helping to raise a very battery of 
Motso kieis, When we state that at one meal alone 1,100 Alcis aro consumed by the 
children, some idea may be formed what Passover means at the Institution at 
Norwood. Few of the thousands of Jews who sit down to table 

on the Seder nights surrounded by their families and united by ties of 
relationship can imagine what it is to seo nearly 300-people, and nearlyall of them 

children, seated together at this great national celebration, The excitement and 

expectation begin to grow on the youthful members of this little colony long 

before Passover arrives, and reach the climax when after synagogue in the evening, 

dressed in new clothes, they are marched down to the Seder tables. In the spacious 
dining hall are ranged eight tables, 25 feet long, covered with white cloths, running 
nearly the whole width of the room, and at each of these tables are seated $0 
children with 30 glasses of wine and all the requisites for the Seder. A senior boy 
or girl placed at each end superintends the service, Ata long table across the end 
of the others, at right angles, are seated the Head-master and officers. All being 
now ready, there isa hush and solemn silence, the service begins, and the inter- 
esting ceremonies are daly observed. A very small boy é¢tands up and asks 
MD which the rev. Head-master replies, and occasionally explains 

to his youthful congregants the symbolical significance of * each 

article at table, The anxious fervour of the children finds relief 
ia song and tunefal response. Now we have come to the JW) jMD, aud 
it isinteresting to observe how implicitly these young scions of Judaism believe in 
this Shulchan Aruch ani accept its dictum, taking as it does the form of fried fish, 

Motsa, &c. Notadoubt enters their minds as to its authority; they are in this 
respect thoroughly orthodox. 

When this imporiant part of the ceremouy has boon disposed of, the anxious 
faces of the children give the impression that the end is not yet reached, and much 
has yet t» be done to satisfy the exuberance Of their young hearts. The tables are 
now cleared and re-arranged, more wine makes its appearance, each boy and girl

At the termination of the tuneful, time-honoured Service one’s thought:

AT THE LONDON HOSPITAL. 


Returning to the East End of Loudon, there is yet another celebration of the 
Seder which has interest for us. Its celebration is impressive, quite apart from 
considerations which leni picturesqueness to the ceremonies described above, Alas, 
it is not mi:thful tune that greets our ear, nor joyous sounds giving expression to 
thanks for freedom, Around us, in the “ Rothschild ” ward of the London Hos;ital, 
are the sick and the suffering, who, by the kindness of the authorities, are enabled 
to forget for the moment their ‘pains and anxieties and listen to the recital of the 
deliverance of their ancestors from Egyptian slavery. There were, in all, twenty- 
six patients, nearly all of whom were sufficiently convalescent to be able’ to s t 
at the table. The beds of the other patients in the “ Rotbschild”’ ward were sufli- 
ciently near to enable the occupants to hear the service, Mr. Johu Samuel, a teacher 
at the Jews’ Free School, who a few years ago was himself a patient in the hospital, 
gives a practical form to his gratitude by attending, as he has done for the last three 
years, to conduct the Seder service in the ward. A more touching sight it is impossible 
t» describe. How wistfully some of the patients seem to give a montal interpretation 
of their own to the prayer “ next year may we ba freemen.” The whole of the Seder 
was gone through with due exactitude, modified only to suit the sal circumstances 
of some of the celebrants. 3 

We should add that for the week of Passover Motsos were supplied to the 
patients by the United Syngogue, groserivs were distributed at the expense of Mr. 
Leopold de Rothscbild, and fish and other provisions, not incladed in the hospital 
dietary were supplied at the cost of Mr. F. D. Moontta. 

At the London Hospital there are two special Jewish wards, the “ Rothscbild " 
(in which the Seder was given) and the “ Goldsmid,” with separate kitchen, and 
Jewish cook. Oovly Jewish patients are admitted into these wards, but it sometimes 
occurs thatevery bed is occupied, and in such case beds are found for further Jewirh 
in-patients in other wards, The utmost kindness is shown by the nursing * sisters," 
who are most scrupulous in giving facilities for the carrying out of Jewish obser- 
vances by the patients. ‘“‘Sabbath lamps ” are lit on Friday evenings, and the table 
is covered with a white cloth. Perhaps the most touching sight is when a 
putient happens to have “ Jahrzeit " and a service is held to enible him to recite 
the Kaddish for the dead, whom he may himself only too soon rejoin!

Bat Miss Porrer draws attention t> the fact 
that ill-will against the Jews is caused mostly by the way in which the 
ruccess is gained, the ruthless application of the struggle for economic exist- 
ence, Jews are disliked, according to Miss Porrrn, not solely because they 
are successful, but owing tothe means by which they obtain their success, 
taking advantage of ererything by which thry-can gain a footing in front of 
their competitors, 

We believe that Miss Porrer is mistaken in her diagnosis of the cause 
of East End ill-will against Jews, so far as itexists. It is not the seizing upon 
eveiy opportunity that is objected to. That is part and parcel of the course of 
modern business. But there does not accompany it in the case of the Jew that 
human fellowship between the c mpetitors which softens rivalry and lessens 
the friction of commercial warfare. Owing to his imperfect command of the 
language and his un‘amiliarity with Eaglish habits, the foreiga Jewish 
workman and employer does not mix with his fe low workmen or his em- 
ployers to anything like the sane extent’as the others. And-he is tho less 
tempted to do so by the fact that he has a boly of men with whom he ean mix 
without those intervening difficulties. lereia lies the difliicutty and the 


danger. The tendencies to isolation are great, when an isolated body 


succeed they are met with mach more ill-will than in ordinary casos, 

It would be we'l if the East End Jews recognise! th» ciuse of their 
being disliked and were to attempt to remove it by more frequent communion 
with their neighbours. English Jews have entirely saccedelin this, and most 
remnants of theold ill-will have disappeared. Bat the foreiga Jews of the 
East End have to go through the same process, and the sooner they bagin it 
the better. Their children should be encouraged to join in the athletic sports of 
their neighbours. They themselves should try to j un the clabs of the ordinary 
working men and in general in every way they should show themselves willing 
to unite in all that concerns the welfare of that great nation to which they 
now belong. Only by this means will they b> ale to retain the positions 
they have earned by many commendable qualities which have not at the same 
time the property of making them particularly objects of affection to those 
whom they pass in the race for the prizes of life, _ D-spersion may do much, 
but social communion is an essential requirement of good citizenship which 
Jews must fulfil as well as-other Englishmen.

The new edition of that almost classical compilation, “ Hymas, Ancient and 
Modern.” dated April 3rd, 1859, is a handsome portly volam> containiog 633 hymns, 
bing 165 more than appeared in the previous issue. These are all furnish’ d with 
snitable tunes, aboot reventy being provided with alternative melodies. As, how- 
ever, many tunes are repeated with different hymas, the number of melodies dors 
not reach that of the verse compositions by over a hundred.

It appears to be overlookel that our melodies correspond rather to the 
aotherms than to the hymns of the church, and compare very favourably with them 
fogmere simplicity. Indeed most anthems are so far beyond thecapacity of the con- 
pt as to be entirely rezerved for the we}l-drilled choirs. An 1 of tho anthems 
cllecte] and published in a simple arrangement for congregational singing, but 
very few indeed reach the level of our ordinary synagog il compositions, either for 
beauty of melody or for charm of expression. The c ymparison, then, is scarcely 
fair. oven if it be instituted between so simple as tune as, say, “ Tallis,” and an 
elaborated © Le-David Mizmér.” For in synagogue you have but a half-taught 
handful of choristera to guide and sustain the voices of the whole congregation, 
whose individual eccentricities come out only the more in the ¢asémble. In chure>, 
however, the congregation are accust med to follow the lead in pitch andin rhythm 
of some well-heard instrumental guide, which, while c yvering individual a>erra- 
tions, blends all into one grand harmonious whole. 
Among the hymns newly include in this edition before us, we must especially 
note the Processional No. 601. The first of the alternate tunes to the vers«s is 
he melody well-known in some other compilations, both English aad American, 
under the title of “ Leoni.’

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PHOENICIA, 


Phenicia. By Geo. Rawtixson, M.A, London. T. Fisher Unwin. 1889. 

Professor Rawlinson’s Phoenicia, the latest volume cf the “ Story of the 
Nations " Series, is a collection of the many scattered notices of the great and 
interesting people which first il'ustrated on a striking scale the Semitic genius for 
commerce, The earlier part of Prof. Rawlinson’s book contains painful traces of 
having been “ writt-n down” to make it popular in style ; and enshrines some 
remarkably out-of-place fragments of moral refl-ction ; but when he geta to 
business and cites his suthorities, instead of talking vaguely of “a German 
critic,” his reader begins to feel grat: fal. By the light of his work we recogniae 
in Palestine the granary of Tyr», selling her corn and. wine to the mercantile 
and manufacturing North which ia tarn sends to Jerusalem the cedars of Lebanon 
and the workinen who mould the brass and iron furniture of the Temple, When 
Solo.non's conquests give him a port upon the Red Sea, we see the Hebrows and 
Tyrians eailing together thence to Ophir, while other fleets start from Tyre itaelt 
for Spain and Cornwall. Elsewhere the author gives reason to suppose that the 
Tyrians actually circumnavigated Africa, and prints translations of the tablets of 
the Assyrian Kings recording their subjugation. In the year po. 664, writes 
Asshurbanipa!, $s Against B ial, King of Tyre, d wellingin the midst of the sca. I went 
because my royal will he disregarded, and dil not hearken unto the words of my 
lips. Towers round about him I raised, and over his people I strengthened the watch 
On land and sea his forte I took ; his going out [ stopped. Brackish water and 8Cu- 
water, to preserve their lives, their mouths drank. With artrong blockade which. 
removed not, I besieged them ; their spirits [ hambled and cansed to melt away ;

Most interesting side-lights are, of course, thrown upon Jewish history, by 
this record of the neighbouring and cognate people in Tyre, Sidon, Arvad, and 
Gebal. For much of the history the writer is indebted to our Scriptares, but the 
mere collection of the passages and their isolation from irrelevant matters ia in- 
structive. When the Greek writers, the fragments of Phanician authors, and a few 
inscriptions translated by Oppert and commented on by Renan are added to these 
each passage assists the other, and the whole mara, with Professor Rawlinson’s 
learned discussion, ehables us to picture to our minds life in Western Asia two 
or three thousand years ago. Here are the husbandmen storing little dues of 
corn and wine and oil, the industrious artificers beating out metal into dishes 
and ewer, the divers plunging into the sea for the precious shell-fish 
which made the Tyrian dyes, the hardy sailors departing on their voyages of 
three years’ duration, with seed corn which they sowed in their winter quarters, 
and reaptd when the early heats had nearly ripened it before they sailed 
further south. We have engravings of the Cyclopean masses of stone 
with which they built their city walle, and follow with interest the protracted 
siegea which ended in transferring the produce of all this industry to conquerors 
far less ingenious but stronger in numbers and in warlike organisation. Then 


the words of the Prophet Ezekiel are fulfilled ; 
‘Who is there like Tyre 
) Like her that is brought to silence in the midst of the sea ? 
The merchants that are among the people hiss at thee 
Thou art become a terror, and thou shalt never be any more.”

Dr. H. Adler preached on the text, Lev. xviii. 3,“ After the doings of the Land. 


of Egyp’, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not do,” and pointed out that a 
large portion of the Divine legislation was a protest against the menners 
and customs of the ancient . Egyptians, their animal worship, with its 
attendant gratification of the lower appetites, their hatred of f>reigners, 
and calt of thedead, The sermon on the first day of the festival was a passiouate 
pleading. for greater enthusiasm in the service of God and the service of man. 
Reference was ma‘e t» the significant facts and figures that had been marshalled 
by the authors of the volume that had just be-n pablished on Life and Labour in 
East London, and the younger members of the community were implored to devote 
themselves to some of the urgent labours that press upon us.—Preaching on the 
Sabbath at the New West Eud Synagogue, Dr. Adler bised his discourse on the 
Haphtorah (which, as his text, he read in English), and pleaded again for a religious 
revival and, spiritual regeneration. The sermon of the seventh day was devoted to 
the theme of noble and ignoble discontent, the text being, ‘Incline mine heart 
unto Thy testimonies and not t» coveteousness ” 

Sr. Joun’s Woop SyYNAGoGUE.—Oa the first day of Passover the Rev. B, 
Berliner preached, taking his text from Deuteronomy xxvii.,9 and 10. On the 
intermediate Sabbath he gave a Biole Reading,;with explanatory remarka, from 
Isaiah, chapter v. On the seventh day of Passover the subject of his discourse 
was taken from Exodas, xiv., 31. 

HamBro SyNAGoGUE.—On the seventh day of Passover the Rev. M, Hyamson 
preached in this synagogue, the subject of his discourse being “ Loyalty uato Death.” 
He concladed by addressiag a Barmitzvah boy on the duties he had assumed.
